1* "Blue M forces, consisting of the 3d and 8 th Infantry Divisions, 
attacking in the direction of Gotha on 27 and 28 December 1951# 
were halted by "Red" forces on the Osterberingen-Weingarten- 
Tutleben-Waltershausen line, and shifted to the defense. 

By aerial reconnaissance and interrogation of prisoners of war 
it was established that the enemy is engaged in intensive operations 
to fortify his main line of resistance. 

In front of the enemy main line of resistance is a double barbed 
wire entanglement. There are minefields in the Tutleben and Walters- 
Hausen regions. 

In front of the main line of resistance are three full-profile 
trenches (Note: trenches deep enough so that an average man can 
stand erect without exposing himself), connected by communication 
trenches. The second line of defense, Wenigenlupnitz-Fariroda, 
consists of two trenches. 

Enemy artillery is conducting fire as follows: in the woods near 
Hein, where a unit of 105*-mm guns up to about battalion strength is 
located; in Hastrunsfeld, where a unit of 155-nim guns up to about 
battalion strength is located. In the region of Wenlgenlupnitz; 
and Satelstadt the presence of up to five mortar batteries has 
been established.

Enemy aircraft of the B-29, B-26 and B -36 types, under the cover 
of fighter craft, are conducting bombing raids f~ l and 

communications lines to the rear, concentrating on the bombing of 
railroad Junctions and surface .roads leading to the front. 

Captured enemy soldiers have indicated that the 65 th and 114th 
Infantry Regiments of the 3 d Inf Div and the 84th Inf Regt of the 
8 th Inf Div are on the defense in front of the enemy main line of 
resistance. Enemy reserves are located as follows: a con- 
centration of tanks, up to a battalion in strength, in the region 
of the woods near Hein; uo to a battalion of tanks and up to a 
battalion of 155 -nun guns were detrained at and are located near 
the railroad station in Meohteratedt , and a concentration of 
Infantry troops is in the Schonau region. 

Aerial reconnaissance established the movement of a column of 
tanks and other vehicles up to two km long from the region of 
Eisenach . 

The enemy is regrouping his units apd is preparing to shift to 
offensive action. 
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2. The 57th Gds Rifle Div, with the 39th AT Brig attached, has the 
mission of making a march from the Naumburg region to the Aspach 
region during the night of 28-29 December 1951, and will be ready 
to shift to offense in the direction of Eisenach on 30 December 1951. 

The division will execute the march in two columns, using two 
routes. The right column proceeds as follows: Naumburg, Weimar, 
Erfurt, Gotha, Aspach. It consists of the division headquarters, 
the 170th Gds Rifle Regt, the b55th How Regt, the 932d Sep AAA Bn 
(two batteries), the 67th Sep Engr Bn, the 89th Sep Sig Bn, the 
Medical Bn, and division rear services. The left column proceeds 
as follows: Weissenfels, Weimar, and then by autobahn to 
Chorselgei . It consists of the 174th Gds Rifle Regt, the 
128th Arty Regt, the 172d Gds Rifle Regt, the 17th HT-SP Regt, 
the 64th Sep AT Bn, the 93d Sep Mtrcl Ren Bn, and one battery of 
the 932d Sep AAA Bn . 

The division units are to observe strictly all principles of 
camouflage, concealment, and the safeguarding of military security 
during the march. 

The units will assemble in the following areas: 

170th Gds Rifle Regt in Aspach region, CP map coordinate 325 
174th Gds Rifle Regt in Brucheim region, CP map coordinate 328 
172d Gda Rifle Regt in Chorselgei region, CP map coordinate 377 
655th How Regt and 128th Arty Regt in Mezbaoh region 
932d Sep AAA Bn in Tugleben region, CP map coordinate 372 
Division headquarters, 89th Sep Sig Bn, 64th AT Bn, 17th 
HT-SP Regt, and 67th Sep Engr Bn will concentrate in the 
region of the woods two Ion east of Meterbach 

The units of the division will arive in the assembly area by 
0600 hours on 29 December 1951. Engineer work: (camouflage, en- 
trenchment, OPa, etc) is to be conducted in complete compliance 
with instruction manuals and is to be complete by 1200 hours on 
30 December 1951 for the shift to the offensive made in the 
general direction of Eisenach. 

The 170th Gds Rifle Regt, with two battalions of the 655th How 
Regt and one battery of the 932c! Sep AAA Bn, is designated as the 
advance guard for the division. 

The first echelon is to consist of the 174th Gds Rifle Regt; the 
second echelon, the 172d Gds Rifle Regt, will be ready to relieve 
the 170th Gds Rifle Regt in the Wut region (if the 179th has 
heavy casualties). 

3. The 39th Gds Rifle Div of the XXVIII Rifle Corps moves on the 
right, and is concentrated in the region of the woods near 
Grumbach. On the left, the 21st Gds Mecz Div is concentrated 
in the Schonau region. The 20th Gds Mecz Div Is In the region 
of Gotha, ready to follow up the successes of the 57th Gds Rifle 
Div . 

4. The Immediate task of the division la to break through the enemy 
main line of resistance and proceed Into the Getelatadt region. 

The follow up task is to develop the offensive and come out on 
the eastern edge of Eisenach, where, by combined operations with 
the 21st Gds Mecz Div and the 39th Gds Rifle Div, It will surround 
the enemy units in Eisenach and annihilate them.

5. The division rear services are to concentrate in the Gotha region , 
ready to supply the units of the division with ammunition, food 
and ? 0 L during the battle, 

6 . Artillery missions are as follows: artillery units will conduct 
one hour of artillery preparation on the enemy main line of 
resistance, neutralize firing points and destroy fortifications. 
During the advance of our units, the artillery will shift its 
fire to the secondary line of resistance, neutralize firing 
points, and support the advancing divisional units with fire. 

The 932d Sep AAA Bn will give anti-aircraft protection to the 
division units during the march and in the assembly area. During 
the period of advance one battery will give anti-aircraft cover 
to the division advance guard, and two batteries will give anti- 
aircraft cover to the main forces. 

Artillery units will obtain detailed instructions for their 
movements from the divisional artillery chief. 

The 64th Sep AT Bn and the 39th AT Brig will be in my reserves 
and will operate under my personal direction. 

The 17th HT-SP Regt will be ready to support the rifle units with 
fire and by using their weight will destroy obstacles during the 
period of the advance; when the rifle units break through the main 
line of resistance the l?th HT-SP Regt will develop the successes 
of the advance by attacking the enemy rear from the left flank, 

The commander of the 93d Mtrcl Ren Bn will organize reconnaissance 
of the enemy main line of re sistance and enemy de fenses in depth, 
and will report his findings } ~| 

The commander of the 67 th Sep Engr Bn is to ensure passage through 
the barbed wire entanglements and mine fields, and must prepare 
bridges over tank pits . Lastly he is charged with being ready 
to organize the crossing of the Werra River for the units of 
the division. 

7. The medical battalion will establish first aid stations in the 
Gotha region. The field artillery repair shop and other repair 
shops will be established in the Tutleben area 

8 . The units of the division are to have the following for the 
combat period: 

ammunition - three units of fire 
food - three daily rations 
POL - three fills 

Division rear units will have the following: 

ammunition - two units of fire 
food - five daily rations 
POL - two fills

1* Enemy forces, consisting of the 10th and 6th Inf Dlvs, are
